HOUSING PRICES AND TAXES 








From time to time and most often during an election in particular, the 
residents of the City of Brampton voice an opinion of the high taxation 
wi thin the Region of Peel. 


I found, wi th interest, most recently a survey conducted by the Royal 

Trust Company on housing prices and taxes for the appropriate houses : 
in various cities across our province, which are attached for your { 
consideration. ; 


I think you wi 1 1 find it interesting to note that in practically all cases, 
the taxes in Mississ a, the one wi th which we could compare with 
in Peel, are lower than all other corresponding areas of a ionalized 


government in the Province of Ontario.

ROYAL TRUST SURVEY OF HOUSE PRICES AS AT AUGUST 1, 1976 
THE SURVEY 


The Royal Trust Survey of House Prices is published three times a year and 
is designed to provide employers wi t h relevant information on the Canadian 
housing market. Both House 1 and House 2 are typical of homes purchased ; 
by many of the transferees we are involved wi th. While we use a bungalow | 
and 2 storey nouse, values wi 1 1 generally hold for other types of detached 
homes wi t h the same accommodation. In the interest of standardization, we 
have not included recreation rooms or appliances and the financing is assumed 
to be clear. Adjustments have been made for regional construction variances 
as required. The 2 survey houses differ not only in size but in quality of 
location. In many cities this qualitative factor accounts for a large part of 
the price difference between the two houses. 


The Survey reflects our estimate of "fair market value" in each location and 


is based on opinion and data supplied by Royal Trust Real Estate Managers 
across Canada.

SURVEY HOUSES 


House 1 


This is a basic detached brick bungalow, five to eight years oldwiths: 
bedrooms, 1% bathrooms, one car attached garage and full basement but no 
recreation room, fireplace or appliances. The total area of the house 
using outside dimensions but not including the garage is 1200 square feet 
and the house is situated on a fully serviced 6,000 square foot lot. There 
are nomortgages on the house and the house is typical of others in the 
neighbourhood. The neighbourhood itself is average and wi t hin average 
commuting distance of the city centre. 


House 2 


This is a detached 2 storey brick house, five to eight years old with4 
bedrooms, 2% bathrooms, main floor family room, 1 fireplace, 2 car 
attached garage and full basement but ne recreation room and no appliances. 
The total area of the house using outside dimensions but not including the 
garage is 2,000 square feet and the house is situated ona fully serviced 
7,500 square foot lot. There are no mortgages on the house and the house 
is typical of others in the community. The location is prime residential 
and is wi thin average commuting distance of the city centre.

The lands that form the subject of this hearing 
comprise a sand and gravel pit, 16.5 acres in size, 
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situated south of the Dundas Highway (Number 5) on 
Mississauga Road, south of the Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission of Ontario right-of-way and west of Glatt's

Line in the City of Mississauga. Springbank Road runs 
northwesterly to an intersection with Mississauga Road 
opposite the site and just before Mississauga Road veers 
northerly towards the Hydro-Electric Power Commission 
corridor and the Number 5 Highway. 

Application was made by Mississauga-Peel Land 
Consultants Limited, the purchaser of the lands, together 
with Springbank Sand and Gravel Limited, to change the 
Official Plan designation as described in the style of 
cause to "Residential Multiple Family”. 

An appeal by the same parties is before the Board 
for an order directing an amendment to By-law 5500 of the 
City of Mississauga to change the zoning from Residential 
Rl and Greenbelt 03 to Residential RM5 to permit the 
erection of a townhouse development. 

The density originally requested of 17 units per 
acre has been amended to 12.1. 

Counsel for the Region of Peel indicated that the 
Region was represented mainly to ensure that should the 
application and appeal be successful, certain conditions 
contained in the Region's report be acted upon. 

It was agreed to by all counsel at the outset of 
the hearing that representations in regard to such conditions 
would be deferred pending a decision on the merits. 

The subject lands have a frontage of 1670 feet on 
Mississauga Road and 778 feet on Glatt’s Line. Mississauga 
Road commences south of the site at the Lakeshore, running 
north to the Queen Elizabeth Way, thence almost westerly 
to the subject site then northerly to the Dundas Highway 
and beyond. 
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The zoning to the north and east of Mississauga; 
Road and south of the Credit River is exclusively Rl - 
single family residential. To the south and west of 
Mississauga Road are Rl, R2 and R3 zonings. A large 
Sanitary land fill site has been in use for some years 
in this area with its completion expected in about two 
years and reclamation as a park. To the north west, 
across Mississauga Road, is a site where townhouses 
are proposed and farther west, apartments bordering Sheridan 
Mall, a major shopping centre on Erin Mills Parkway. 

The overall area described is known as the West 
Erindale Community and was the subject of a planning 
study in 1962. One of the major objectives in the plan 
was to retain and consolidate the established single family 
residential character of the area east of Springbank Road 
and south of the Credit River. The subject lands fall 
within this area. 

The balance of the West Erindale Community to the 
west would allow multiple family development, community 
shopping centre and other facilities as well as single 
family use. 

Amendment Number 156 to the Official Plan of the 
former Township of Toronto Planning Area redesignated 
certain lands in accordance with the West Erindale Study. 
The subject site was designated residential with a szall 
portion greenbelt. The division of the area by the 
Mississauga/Springbank Road line was further emphasized 
in this amendment through its land use policy. 

This policy permitted a maximum gross neighbourhood 
density of 10 persons per acre in the area east of the 
Springbank Road and south of the river and 22 persons 
per acre maximum in the balance - the area to the west 
of the Mississauga/Springbank Roads. 
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Official Plan Amendment Number 156 was approved 
by the Minister in 1963. 

In October, 1974, the Hammond Road Area Study was 
completed. It concerned itself with the west part of 
the West Erindale Community - that part lying west of 
the Mississauga Road/Springbank Road line. A low density 
town house development is proposed for a site across 
Mississauga Road from the subject site - along the north 
side of Fowler Drive when extended between Mississauga Road 
and Robin Drive. 

The planning evidence indicates very clearly in the 
Board’s opinion, that the principles expressed in the West 
Erindale Community Study in 1963 as regards to the Rl 
single family character of the area east of the Mississauga 
Road/Springbank Road line and south of the Credit River 
were adopted in Official Plan Amendment Number 156. These 
principles were further confirmed through the Hammond Road 
Study in 1974 which proposed that any higher density 
residential use be limited to that area of the West Erindale 
Community west of the Mississauga Road. 

The original Rl zoned area has been developed 
exclusively as single family over the years with large 
lots in the main and much above average value homes. 
Mississauga Road was designated a Scenic Route and special 
treatment has been given to this road by preservation 
of the trees and development of bicycle paths, and 
pedestrian walkways without widening of the roadway itself. 

Application was made by the appellant in these 
proceedings to the City of Mississauga in September, 1974, 
and subsequently revised in March, 1975, to amend the 
Official Plan from Residential and Greenbelt to Residential 
Multiple Family and the zoning by-law from Rl Single Family 
to RM5 to permit town house development. 
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oS = 5783 
The appellant based his proposal on four main 4 

points: 

1. Development of the subject gravel pit site with 
Single family homes was not economically feasible. 

2. <A luxury townhouse development as proposed would 
not impair the character of the neighbourhood. 

3. The development proposed would not adversely affect 
the value of the single-family homes in the area. 

4. There had already been substantial intrusion into 
the area through apartment development, land fill 
site and proposed townhouses. 

A presentation was made to City Council on April 28, 
1975 by the developer. The application was opposed by 
the Mississauga-Oakridze Ratepayers Association which was 
incorporated in 1975 although active since 1969. The. 
Association has 275 paid-up members and represents residents 
in the area east of Springbank Road and south of the Credit 
River. Their opposition was not to the development of 
the gravel pit site per se but to its development into 
town houses instead of into single family homes in 
compliance with the coning by-law. 

Council referred the matter to planning staff who 
requested financial information from the applicant on 
two occasions by letter so as to assess the viability 
of the proposed project as opposed to a single-family 
subdivision. This information was not provided. 

. On August 13, 1975, Planning Department submitted a 
Staff Report to Planning Committee of Council recommending 
refusal of the application. Planning Committee adopted 
the report on September 3, 1975. Council, by Resolution 
Number 566 on September 8, 1975, refused the application. 

The applicant had already taken the steps that 
led to this hearing when he appealed to the Board on 
April 29, 1975. 
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Considerable time was spent during this hearing 
on the economic viability of a town house development 
as opposed to a single family subdivision on the subject 
site. The density proposed for the townhouse proposal 
would result in about 200 units - a single family 
development would produce approximately 41 homes. 

The appellant in these proceedings produced evidence 
that a single family development would result in a loss 
to a developer while a townhouse proposal would be 
profitable. 

Counsel for the objectors introduced evidence from 
other expert engineering and building witnesses that a 
single family development could be profitable in keeping 
with generally acceptable levels in the custom home field. 

The Board’s concern with the economics of the 
development is really limited to the question of whether, 
by not allowing a higher density development on the site, 
the land would virtually be frozen from any development 
and the gravel pit site remain in its present non-conforming 
position indefinitely. 

The economic evidence adduced through Exhibits 20, 
24, 30, 51, 53 and 63 together with the expert opinion 
evidence adduced by both sides, does not convince the 
Board that a single family development could not be viable. - 
The Board also notes that on September 16, 1976, the 
developer waived all conditions in the Offer to Purchase 
agreement with Springbank Sand and Gravel “2 that the 
transaction closed on October 31, 1976, whether the applica- 
tion and appeal is successful or not. 

Having said this, the Board turns to the merits of 
the application and appeals from a purely planning 
standpoint. 
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The applicant/appellant places considerable weight 
on the fact that the site is on th. edge of an area 
proposed for town houses in the Hammond Road Study. The 
townhouse proposal referred to is, however, across 
Mississauga Road to the west and is the area where a 
density of 22 units per acre is permitted as opposed 
to 10 per acre east of that line. The Board accepts the 
evidence of the City that the Mississauga Road/Springbank 
Road lines form a natural boundary between the two aain 
areas described in the West Erindale Study and that the 
integrity of the single family policy in the eastern 
area has been resolutely maintained for over ten years 
against considerable pressure. With the exception of the 
subject site, this area is almost completely developed. 

The substantial intrusion in the general area of 
other uses than single fanily residential has been 
restricted to the western portion of the area. 

While the townhouse proposal subaitted makes 
interesting use of the terrain of the site, particularly 
with the internal driveways forming the underground parking 
areas, the mass of the units facing Mississauga Road would 
not be compatible, the Board believes, with the single 
family residences on the road. 

For the reasons expressed above and based on the 

” extensive evidence submitted throughout the hearing, the 
Board will not approve the application to amend the 
Official Plan. The appeal by Mississauga-Peel Land 
Consultants and Springbank Sand and Gravel Company Limited 
for an order directing an amendment to By-law 5500 is 
not allowed.

Block "B" has an area of 0.56 acres and is being deeded to the 
City of Mississauga for possible future extension of The Queensway. 
This block is substantially in excess of normal road widening 
requirements and it would seem unduly onerous to ask for both 
the dedication of the block and the payment of levies to the 
City for arterial road improvements and watercourse improvements 
which would only come about or be necessary if the block could 
be developed, which of course it cannot under these circumstances. 
The third block of land relates to the existing home on the 
property which was built by a Mr. Fasken some 50 years ago, which 
block is numbered lot 45 on the proposed plan of subdivision and 
has an area of 2.11 acres. The magnificence of the home dictates 
that it should be left on a sizeable parcel of land and of course 
this precludes using these two acres of land for development 
purposes. There therefore is no increase in traffic volume or 
in run-off from this block of land as it will continue to be used 
for the purpose which it has been used for the last 50 years. It 
would not seem unreasonable therefore to, under these circumstances, 
to exempt these parcels of land from the aforementioned levies, 
because they cannot be developed or used in any way which would 
place a burden on the Municipality,to improve either arterial roads 
» or watercourses. 


As a final note I would like to point out the three undeveloped 
blocks of land in question add up to a total of 4.86 acres or 
approximately 25% of the total area of the plan of subdivision. 


Our second request for permission to the deferral of the payment of 
the acreage levies to the time of the issuance of the first building 
permit relates to the nature of the cash flow situation which all 
developers face in that their sales agreements allow for deposit 
monies to be paid at the time of the availability of building 
permits. In the case of Sherwood Forrest subdivision, the 
principals requested such a deferral of acreage levy payments for 
similar reasons and this request was granted by the Council with 
respect to both plans of subdivision that comprise Sherwood Forrest. 


Our final request is based upon our understanding of Council's 
policy with respect to Mississauga Road as reflected in the 
decisions of Council with respect to registered plan M-98 which 
is a plan of subdivision developed by the principals of the Melba 
Corporation and which subdivision lies a few hundred feet to the 
west on the south side of Mississauga Road. Prior to registration 
of registered plan M-98, the principals appeared before Council 
for clarification with respect to the Engineering Departments 
request of the developer to pay both a 50% contribution towards 
a) the future widening of Mississauga Road and a $2,000.00 per acre 
levy for arterial road improvements. At this time Council decided 
that their position with respect to Mississauga Road was that it 
should remain in its present state as a scenic route and that 
therefore no contribution to the future widening of the road was 
required from the developer.

We are therefore 
asking Council to re-affirm their position with regard to 
Mississauga Road and to not require a 50% contribution with 
respect to Mississauga Road because the developer is similarily 
being asked to pay the arterial road improvement levy of $2,000.00 
per acre on his developable lands.

The draft plan for the Nbhd. 3 of Meadowvale that contains 
the lake was given approval by the City and the Minister 
of Housing subject to the usual development conditions 

on May 29, 1974. Some of these conditions pertain to the 
lake facility itself, for the construction and subsequent 
maintenance to be carried out to the satisfaction of the 
City and the Credit Valley Conservation Asthority. 


Subsequent to this draft plan approval, the representatives 
of Markborough Properties have madc several presentations 
to staff members of the Ctty Engineering and Parks Depart- 
ments pertaining to the construction, operation and main- 
tenance of this proposed 11 acre lake facility. 


The most recent detail presentation that was made to the 
City Engineering Department was on June 28, 1976 wherein this 
Department was satisfied to approve ghe construction of the 
lake in principle. One of the specific recommondations 

cade by this Department was that a similar presentation 
would be fequired to be given by the Markborough representa- 
tives to the Physical Services Committee.

In the interim time the Engineering and Parks Departments

of the lake. In fact the Engineering Department engaged 
the facilities of Kilborn Engineering, this engineering 
consulting firm having had substantial experience with 

the design and comstruction of similar earth dams, to 

be involved in the details on behalf of the City for 

the approval of the construction of this facility. 


A copy of the Maintenance Agreement recommended to be 
executed between the City and Markborough Properties 
is attached to this report, this agreement dated 
November 17, 1976 (4 pages in length plus Schedule A). 
This agreement states that Markborough Properties will 
construct the proposed lake entirely at their cost and 


. subject to preliminary confirmation from the City of 


its satisfactory construction, to maintain this lake 
facility for one year also entirely at their cost. 
Subsequent to this one year maintenance period the 
agreement states that the City will bear the equivalent 
maintenance costs of the 1l acre lake area comparable 

to an equivalent area of grassed parkland for a period
